WIRELESS EXPERIMENTS.. 


English Amateurs Alert. 

Encouraged by the unexpootod 
success of two English wireless 
amateurs in ostablishing com- 
munication. with Now Zealand, 
oxperimentors all ovor tho country 
aro rodoubling their offorts. But 
complaints aro mado that tho 
Post Office regulations are ham- 
‘ering advances. ‘Tho Radio 
Socicty, points out that without 
spocial pormission amateurs may 
not transmit to countries other 
than Groat Britain and Northorn
